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MANURE EXPERIMENTS 

AT SCOTT, SASK. 


Two important falctors ini crop 
-production are the type 'of soil 
and the averalge annual precipi¬ 
tation. Ill view of the fact that 
these factors vary considerably In 
different sections of the west, it 
is self evident that experinLental 
results obtained in one district 
•can be applied only where condi¬ 
tions are soimewhat similar. At the 
Dominion Experimental Station at 
Scott, Sask., the soil ig a sandy 
loam, and the average annual pre- 
cipiaion for fourteen years is 
13.'02 inches. All yields mention¬ 
ed belobv were obtained at the 
•Scott Stations and for the most 
part are average yields for a ten 
year period!. 

Fresh maniure frotm) the stable 
applied on fall ploughed stubble 
during the winter has failed to 
increase the yield of wheat, but 
ba.s increased the yield of barley 
by '5 bushels and oats by 10.1 
bushels per acre. Rotted -manure 
applied just before ploughing 
sumpiierfallow has inicreased the 
yield of wheat 6.1 bushels per 
acre. Rotted! imjanure applied just 
previo'UB to fall ploughing has in¬ 
creased the yield of wheat by 6.1 
bushels, barlej^ 9 bushels and oats 
10.2 bushels per acre. Rotted ma¬ 
nure applied as a top dressing has 



increased the yield of wheat by 
oraly 1 bushel, barley 1.5 bushels 
and oatsi 5 bushels per acre. 

It is true that the rotting man¬ 
ure reduces the -quantitl consid¬ 
erably- but it is not considered 
sound practice to scatter fresh ma¬ 
nure on the soil on account of the 
viable seeds of Iweeds and grain 
which it usually contains.... 

It is important to scatter the 
ma.nure well whem applying, to 
prevent large hxmps from being 
plowed under which form air 
spaces and dry the soil to such an 
extent that the -manure may do 
more hanmi than good. It is dif 
ficult to scatter evenly with a fork 
blit the dkag harrow can be used 
effectively- for- scattering- before 
ploughing. 

PEAS PLOWED UNDER 
Peas have been -grolvn on sum- 
merfallow and plowed under when- 
in bloom and compared with bare 
siimimerfallow with and without 
rotted manure.

Let me now remand you once 
again how to recognize their pres¬ 
ence sftid ho-w to destroy them. 

Tlu^dult flying saiy-fly can be 
found around the edges Uf wheat 
fields in June. At that time of 
the year they cut small slits 
ithrough th^ leaf sheath and 
force minute eggs into the hollow 
straw. From these eggs emerge 
small white grub's which immedi¬ 
ately begin to- burroAv downward 
inside the' straw eating their way 
tlmouigh the solid nodes and b’:iv- 
iug the straw partly filled with a 
sawdust like material. 

By one week before harvest time 
i'e grub has reflehed the bottom 
level fuside it. It now ttu'iiS 
of the .strTnt^n?f'-iN-%eLjw■'ground 
round and cuts off the straw from 
inside just .a little above the .sur¬ 
face of the soil. A.s a result the 
straw with its well finshed Head 
falls to the ground just before 
ihe farimer is ready to ha'^vest it 

The grubi retires to the stub atid 
plugs its open end witli sawdust 
It remains here during' the win¬ 
ter, and turns into am adult saw- 
fly in' tile follpwing spring. 

-FroanJ this brief account you 
must see that the big loss that 
arrises from the sawfl.y that the 
grub cuts off tlie vAaw just be¬ 
fore the grain rpen-s. does no 
appreciable damage to the grain 
it.self, for the leads on infected 
straws are as veil filled as, are 
thn-se on unattaclred straws. 

Up to the present tim-e sawflies 
have not caustd serious losses 
any,where in ilborta. For the 
past twelve years .somie of you 
may have obseived a few fallen- 
around tl# edges of the ftelds and 
you may also- have -observed that 
the damnf^'‘does not ap-pbar to Ire 
increasing. Tho edges to a diepth 
of a co-uple of rods or so; are the 
only parts of tlie fields that are 
attaelvcd. Still miore you -nuiy 
■wonder why the Legislative As- 
semib-ly should; have' seen fit to 
aim/end the Pest Act, -making it 
ccmpidsory for farmer's to des¬ 
troy these few sawflies which rip- 
pear to be doing so little damage. 

In -.order to oxiplain this w'e 
i;nust look,' to conditions as the.v 
(jccur outside of Alberta, anid we 
will hrieffy review the history of 
this inse-ct in Manitch-a. 

As earl.v as in 1896, around the 
edg'es of a few fields, in Southern 
.Manitoba a few fnllen- straws 
cut off by sa'syflies’ were to -lie 
fou-ndi, still confined to the edges 
of the field-;. 

Tile situation then, was uu-ch

While everbearing strawberries 
can hardly be considered a com¬ 
mercial cro-p for general use, yet 
such advances have been made 
with the introduction of newer 
varieties, that they are worth a 
trial in miaxiy places. 

The fall yield from these var¬ 
ieties is much lower than from the 
June sorts. This necessitates a 
higher price if the returns per 
acre are to be comparable. Some 
of the best varieties', have, rt the 
Central Experimental Farm, 
yielded at the rate of 20-00 to 2500 
boxes per acre, the first fall and 
then have given a June crop the 
following season at ihe rate of 
IL'OO-SOOD bcixes, with a second fall 
eio,p about efiual to the first. 

To obtain: the best results fall 
olaiiting seems to be advisable- 
By planting in Septeanber the 
plants ibOconTi.e 'well established, 
and are thus in( a position to foimi 
i large numher of runer', for I'-c 
next fall’s eiT-p. Asi most vane- 
‘ies of everbearers are not rapid 
viiiiner maluts, plput then no: 
more ilian one foot apart in tl'-e 
rows, and if the first fall crop is 
to he a i'ei.lnrc stagger them r. i.d 
put ;n a double row o:n-e fs.t 
apart’ leaving three and a hill 
between centres of double rows. 

In this way a very large number 
of yo:u,iiig, plants can be estahlish- 


ecl by the next autumn-. Failing 
this, very early .spring planting of 
•w.ell mjatured atid early plants is 
necessary. 

As the fruit buds of these fall 
bearers are foumed shortly after 
the young |p-lants root, an appli¬ 
cation of a nitrogenous fertilizeij 
soini,etime early in July, has been 
found very helpful in promoting 
productiveness in the fall. 

It is advisable, of course to keep 
:he bloom picked off during the 
first year until the first -of July. 
After that, however, they should 
1 C permitted to fruit at will. "W’e 
have not been able to obtain re- 
•lults fr-oim: the removal of the 
bloi.im- the second spring. At this 
time- blossom re-mloveble is really 
'mpracticable owing to the heavy 
expense invioh'ed and the loss of a 
good June crop. 

'Of the varieties to be recom¬ 
mended, only two have really been 
tried at this Station! viz., Cham¬ 
pion and Duluth. These' are both 
'miu’ovements -ofver Progressive 
t'.iid Superb undier our conditions 
(at Ottawa) .The two--other m,uo'h 
advertised varieties, Mastoden and 
Roc'k-hill, have not fruiited here as 
vet, but the writer has seen the 
R-oekhill in other places where it 
apjieared to be the most promis¬ 
ing fall bearing sort yet intro¬ 
duced. 

(.'!,auadians imust remember' that 
our falls are not as long as furth¬ 
er south, which means that many 
.green berries are frozen -on the 
vines. This necessitates a considi- 
crahle discount fro-mi fall yields 
reported from other quarter's.

however an miost alarming thing 
happened. The sawflies in that 
year were found to have greatly 
increased in numbers and to be 
infesting entire fields. Every 
subsquent year brought heavier 
losses lip till 1922, when it was 
officially stated that three million 
bushels of wheat had been lost to 
thp Manitoba farmers, and) that 
in several fields as ranch as 70 
per cent of the wheat was lying 
on the ground before ever a bind¬ 
er had entered them. 

Since that date losses have been 
reduced because the farmers now 
cut as much of their wheat as 
they can Avhile it is still gre^n 
but the sawfly is now more num_ 
ever been- before. No farmer 
dares to leave his wheat to ripen 
before cutting it, since the saw- 
fly will be ahead of him- in harv¬ 
esting the crop. 

Eastern Saskatchewan has suf¬ 
fered; from the same pe.st though 
the tro-uble oeciirred there a'bout 
10 years later than it did in Mani-| 
toba. Gradually the sawfl.y men¬ 
ace has travelled westward andj 
now it threatens Alberta. It is 
-absolutely certain, in so far as 
human .iudgoraeut can show, that 
by 1936 the wheat field of Alber¬ 
ta will be as badly infested as are 
those of Manitoba, unless from 
this year on the farmers of Al- 
l)erta -make a determined effort to 
eomibat this pest. Already in at 
least three districts in this prov¬ 
ince there are .signs that the saw- 
fly is leaving the edges of the 
fields and is invading them, 
throughout. This is the fii’st step 
toward a rapid increase and is 
the sign that it is almost too late 
to prevent permanent annual 
losses. 

The reason for the sudden in¬ 
crease of this pest after it has 
been allowed; to exist around the 
edges of the fields for a- -number 
of .year.s is as follows: 

The sawfl.y grubs normally live 
in the flowering stems of grasses. 
There most of them are destroyed 
by parasites—otlier insects which 
lay their eggs through the sides 
of the grass stems in the grubs as 
they tunnel dowm inside them'. 

B.y some method that we cannot 
explain a few of the adult saw- 
flies found that they could lay 
the wheat straws

I^utiiny on the fnishiny touches 


Many a man who is undecided as 
to the breed of dairy cattle that he 
will select has been influenced in 
making his decision by the animals 
of a particular breed that he has 
seen in public. 

The individual breeder secures a 
great deal of advertising as the re¬ 
sult of exhibiting at lairs, or in of¬ 
fering good animals at public sales. 
It gives people a chance to see and 
know the kind of stock that a man is 
l)reeding and paves the way for fu¬ 
ture busine.ss. 

It is essential that special care and 
attention be given dairy animals far 
in advance of the time that they are 
to he exhibited or sold. Exhibiting 
or selling animals pulUicly in (heir 
every day clothes is poor advertising 
and puts them at r, disadvantage 
when the competition is keen. It 
takes iseveral weelts to put a dairy 
animal in good show condition and 
what applies to fitting for show ap¬ 
plies as well to fitting for sale. 

It is important that the dairy ani¬ 
mal to bf xhibited or sold be in 
good flesl • - good covering of flesh 
adds to s. increases smoothness 
and indicates that the animal is 
thrifty and in good health. Dairy 
animals being fitted need extra feed. 

Stabling and blanketing are great 
aids in putting the hair and hide in 
condition, Dy .stabling in summer, 
the animal is protected from the hot 
sun which makes the hide harsh and 
stiff to the touch. A roomy box stall 
that is kept clean and well bedded 


provides desirable quarters. Contin¬ 
uous blanketing helps keep the ani¬ 
mal clean, sweats the hide, thus im¬ 
proving its handling qualities and 
makes the hair lay to the body. The 
blanket need not be expensive but 
it must be tied on securely. ' 

Every dairy animal that is to bo 
exhibited should have the hair 
clipped from the entire body about 
three weeks previous to the date of 
the show or sale. This will get rid 
of the old hair and allow a new, 
even growth to develop- which will 
greatly improve the appearance and 
increase the selling value of the 
animal. 

A point often overlooked in the 
preparation of a dairy animal for 
show or sale is that of training to 
lead and stand properly. An un¬ 
trained animal cannot display its 
good points to advantage if it com¬ 
bats the efforts of the attendant to 
e.xhibit it properly. A little time 
spent each day in training to handle 
properly will save effort and em¬ 
barrassment at the show or saD and 
’■-crease the financial return. 

# IVnile in the show or sale ring, the 
man in charge of an animal should 
have one main thought in mind, 
namely that of showing the animal 
to advantage. By this is meant that 
when it stands, its feet are properly 
placed. -+rTtrK"t5traisht and .-Iiea4 alert. 
Any movement on the part ottne at¬ 
tendant or animal should be as 
graceful as possible. Until the rib¬ 
bons are placed or the auctioneer’s 
hammer falls, take no chances.

If all of these eggs are 
laid in wheat and all survive- 
there will be about 30 times as 
many sawflies the following 
year.
